ABSTRACT OF THE DISCLOSURE 

Object identifier readers that are configured to automatically send and/or store data read 
from an object identifier are disclosed. An exemplary object identifier reader includes a 
communication port for communicating with a host computing device. The object identifier 
reader also includes a storage medium. The object identifier reader also includes a processor and 
memory in electronic communication with the processor. Instructions are stored in the memory. 
The instructions are executable to implement a method that involves reading an object identifier 
to obtain data. The data may be stored in the storage medium. Alternatively, or in addition, an 
attempt may be made to send the data to the host computing device. The method also involves 
attempting to send stored data in the storage medium to the computing device if the object 
identifier reader is connected to the host computing device. 
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
